KNOW YE THEREFORE, That of Dur Elpectal Sꝛace and Pꝛincely Compaſſion, e have Given and Szanted, and * Dur Letters Patents under 
Dur Szeat Seal of England, do Give and H2ant unto the ſaid diſtreſſed Pꝛoteſtants, and to their Agents, who ſhall be lawtully Authozizen on their behalf, full 
Power, Licenſe and Authouty, to Ask, Gather, Receive and Take (accoꝛding to the Rules ſpecified in theſe Pzeſents) the Alms and Charitable Benevolence 
of all Dur loving Subjects, notonly Douſholders, but Servants, Strangers and Others, within all and every the Counrtes, Cities, Bozoughs, Towns Coz- 
poꝛd E. PaVileDged Places,1 Partthes, Chapeltries, Towns,Utllages,Þamilets,and all other places whatſoever in Dur Kingdom of England, Dominton of wales, 
and Town of Berwick upon Tweed. | 

WHEREFORE Ce Require and Command all and ſingular the Archbiſhops and Biſhops of all the Pzovinces and Dioceſſes within Dur Kingdom of England, 
and Dominion of Wales, (unto whoſe Paternal Care and Jnſpection (Ae chiefly recommend the purſuit of theſe Dur Letters Patents,) That they, and eve 
ofthem, do give a particular Recommendation and Command to all the Parſons, Utcars and Curates of all and every the Pariſhes, and other places, as well 
within Liberties as without, within their reſpective Otoceſſes, fo2 the Advancement of this lo pious and charitable a Tiozk.
